IMAYOR PREDICTS cy 
WILL AVOID DEFICIT

Budget by 
for First Time 
Eight Years.

Discussing municipal finances 
with reporters today, Mayor Dick- 
mann predicted that the city would 
end its fiscal year next April with- 
out a deficit, for the first time in 
eight years. 

The deficit last April was $88&4,- 
323, although it had been expected 
to go as high as $1,800,000 for that 
fiscal year. There would have been 
no deficit then, if the city had not 
eliminated a 10 per cent reduction 
of its employes’ salaries. A year 
previously, after Dickmann had 
been in office 12 months, the def- 
icit was $149,198. At the beginning 
of his administration, in 1933, the 
deficit was $1,379,529. 

Improved collections of general 
and license taxes were anticipated, 
Up to Dec. 1, gen- 
eral tax receipts for the city, State 
‘and schools together were $1,600,- 
000 greater than at the same time 
| last year. 

In addition, the Mayor said, he 
lo oked for a considerable volume of 
reversions of unused appropriations 
by the street, utilities and other de- 
partments at the end of the cur- 
rent fiscal year. He pointed out 
that the annual supplementary ap- 
propriation bill, approved by the 
Board of Estimate & Apportionment 
yesterday, calling for $262,000 in 
municipal revenue, was the smallest 
such bill in years. 

There were 1100 fewer city em- 
ployes than when he took office, the 
Mayor continued, remarking that 
this reduction in the volume of pat- 
ronage was one reason for fac 
tional political opposition to him. 

He displayed a report by Supply 
Commissioner Victor Roach for the 
period from April 10 to Nov. 30, 
showing a $227,662 decrease in pur- 
chases, compared with the -<orre- 
sponding period last year. The 
largest decrease was $121,348 for 
the Department of Public Utilities, 
while the chief increases were for 
the eleemosynary institution, mostly 
for food, prices for which have heen 
rising. The Supply Department 
claimed $13,345 in discounts for the 
period covered by the report, com- 
pared with $11,546 for the corre- 
sponding time*last year. The May- 
or said the department in the past 
had claimed comparatively little in 
discounts.

$03,836 CUT IN COUNTY 
BUDGET 1S ACCEPTED 


Court to Fix Figures Later— 
$700,000 Available, $1,- 
355,378 Asked For. 


The St. Louis County Court con- 
cluded its public hearing on 1936 
budget allowances for the various 
county offices yesterday, heads of 
the offices consenting to reductions 
of $53,836 in their requests. 

County Auditor Edwin O. Harper 
had recommended cuts totaling $72,- 
986 from their requests for $1,355,- 
378, but the Sheriff and Circuit 
Clerk protested against $19,150 in 
reductions urged for their offices. 
The protests will be acted on later. 

Harper pointed out that the an- 
ticipated revenue for 1936 was only 
$1,123,740 against the total requests 
plus an additional $33,000 legally 
required to be set aside as an emer- 
gency fund. Reductions he recom- 
mended were only in offices not 
controlled directly by the County 
Court and he said the remaining 
$191,652 in necessary cuts would 
have to be made in activities con- 
trolled by the Court. They are the 
County Hospital, Health Depart- 
ment, pauper relief and Courthouse 
maintenance. Some of these ex- 
penses, he continued, could be cur- 
tailed more easily than those of 
other departments. 

Sheriff Philip G. Deuser ob- 
jected to Harper’s recommendation 
that an item of $20,500 for feeding 
jail prisoners be reduted to $8500. 
The Sheriff based his figure on an 
Fallowance of 75 cents a day for 
each prisoner, the maximum which 
the Court may pay, while Harper 
figured on 30 cents a day. The 
Sheriff recently was at odds with 
the Court over his refusal to turn 
over his records on jail feeding for 
inspection by accountants appoint- 
ed by the Court. Prosecuting At- 
torney C. Arthur Anderson had 
charged that feeding of prisoners 
by the Sheriff was a “lucrative” 
business and that any profit from 
the meals was part of his official 
income and hence subject to audit. 
The Sheriff later consented to open 
his books to the auditors. 

The other protested item in Har- 
per’s recommendations was $84,810 
for the Circuit Court, or $7150 less 
than the amount requested. Since 
the Circuit Judges already had ap- 
proved the Clerk’s request, it was 
decided to seek their consent to a 
reduction. 

The County Court will announce 
the 192° budget in about 10 days. 
After it is decided on, the County 
will still face a deficit of about 
$441,000, representing unpaid bills 
for 1935, for which no tax antici- 
pation warrants have been issued. 
These must be paid with warrants 
against 1936 anticipated revenue 
before warrants may be issued for 
1936 expenses. 
County will have less than $700,000 
available to meet next yel&r’s ex- 
penses.

On Morganford road, where a 
bridge spans the River Des Peres, 
was a crew of 300 men, part of 3000 
engaged in the seven-mile job of 
rip-rapping the banks of the river. 
The workmen, busy preparing a 
roadway for work trucks, ranged 
from youths to elderly men. 

Some wore lumber jackets, a few 
had worn overcoats, others were 
clad in shabby business suits. Every 
trade and some professions were 
represented. A musician, 82 years 
old, checked tools, an elderly phy- 
sician served as the “first-aid 
squad.”

NEW YORK, Dec. 11—Former 
Gov. Alfred E. Smith was appointed 
yesterday as temporary’ Federal 
trustee for the Postal Telegraph 
Corporation, now under reorganiza- 
tion in accordance with the bank- 
ruptcy act.

At the opening of the hearing, 
Lansing P. Reed of counsel for the 
International Telephone & Tele- 
graph Co., a major stockholder in 
Postal, presented a petition to in- 
tervene. Reed pointed out the ad- 
visability of appointing trustees to 
replace the present management. 

Alexander Royce, 
Postal, said recent operations of the 
company had been “encouraging,” 
although counsel for a committee 
holding $5,000,000 of indenture 
bonds reported company losses for 
the first 10 months of this year 
had been $346,000. Losses to sub- 
sidiary companies, it was added, 
amounted to $1,187,000 for the same 
period . 

The decision to apply for appoint- 
ment of trustees was reached by 
heads of two bondholders commit- 
tees, Robert Lehman, whose com- 
mittee holds $23,000,000 in bonds, 
and Cecil P. Stewart.

CASE DEFERRED FOR 
INDEFINITE TIME 


Attorney’s Fainting Spell 
Attributed to Preparation 
for Four New Deal Tests 
in 10 Days. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 11— 

Further Supreme Court arguments 

on the Bankhead Cotton Control 


Act were deferred today because 
of the Illness of Solicitor-General 
Stanley Reed. The Department of 
Justice requested the delay. The 
arguments may continue tomor- 
row or the case may be submitted 
on printed briefs. 

Argument was halted late yester- 
day when the _ Solicitor-General 
suffered a fainting spell as he was 
being questioned by the Justices. 

Reed did not intend to leave his 
home today, although he was ‘re- 
ported better. Friends attributed 
his illness to the intensive work in 
preparing four test cases, which he 
expected to argue personally with- 
in a 10-day period. 

“I’m sorry, 1 shall have to post- 
pone further discussion,” Reed said 
as he staggered to a seat yes- 
terday. Chief Justice Hughes’ 
gavel fell, adjourning court 15 min- 
utes early. Sharp questioning by 
several Justices had preceded 
Reed’s collapse. 

The Bankhead Act, which was 
not drafted by New Deal farm of- 
ficials though th. Government now 
is defending it, levies a prohibitive 
tax on cotton ginned in excess of 
quotas assigned to farmers. 

In effect, Reed raised the ques- 
tion whether th. attack by Lee 
Moor, Texas planter, on the con- 
stitutionality of the act, is a real 
law suit. He contended the suit 
Moor brought to force the Texas & 
New Orleans Railroad to transport 
cotton without “tax paid’ Govern- 
ment tags attached was a “non- 
adversity” suit. He said the rail- 
road presented no witnesses in low- 
er courts, and there was no basis 
for the Supreme Court to pass on 
the constitutional controversy. 

Argument Ruled Out. 

Chief Justice Hughes held that 
Reed could not argue that point 
because it was not his function as 
“friend of the court.” The Govern- 
ment, not a party to the suit, en- 
tered the case on the “friend” basis. 

The Solicitor-General then at- 
tempted to argue that the barren- 
ness of the record in lower courts 
precluded the Justices from decid- 
ing the issue. 
when he became ill. 

Questions asked earlier 
tices Stone, McReynolds and Van) 
Devanter indicated that the ques- | 
tion whether the legislation applied | 
only to interstate commerce would | 


have an important bearing in the | 


final decision. 


While Henry Eastman Hackney, | 


Uniontown (Pa.) attorney, was ar- 
guing for Moor, these Justices 
asked specifically whether the leg- 
islation applied to transactions 
within a State. 

“It does,” the attorney replied. 

Justice McReynolds asked what 
would happen if Moor’s neighbor 
wanted to buy non-quota cotton on 
which the tax had not been paid. 
“He (Moor) couldn’t sell it,” Hack- 
ney replied. 

Argument of Colleague. 

Hackney’s colleague, Thornton 
Hardie of El Paso, argued the leg- 
isiation violated states’ rights. 

Hardie also asserted that Moor had 
been “coerced” into signing his 
pledge for compliance with the act. 
Justice Butler ascertained that 
lower courts, which ruled against 
Moor, had held there were “no 
facts showing duress or coercion.” 

“How do you answer that?” 
asked Butler. “The record shows 
facts to sustain that contention,” 
the lawyer insisted. 

When Hardie said it would have 
taken two years to complete a 
legal action for recovery of the tax 
on Moor’s non-quota cotton, if it 
had been paid, Justice McReynolds 
asked: 

“Did the Court hold that was not 
possibly an irreparable injury?” 
“Yes,” said Hardie. 

Ben C. Dey, attorney for’ the 
Texas and New Orleans, told the 
Court his client merely wanted to 
know whether the Bankhead Act 
was valid. 

“Like all good citizens, we want 
to obey the law,” he said, “but we 
won't know what the law is until 
the Supreme Court passes on this 
act.” 

Questioning by Chief Justice 
Hughes developed from Dey that 
the railroad had presented no wit- 
nesses in lower court proceedings, 
but the lawyer denied there had 
been “collusion” with Moor in 
bringing the lawsuit. 

Earlier in the day George Whar- 
ton Pepper, counsel for the Hoosac 
Mills of Massachusetts, had charged 
that the AAA was forcing the 
farmer to “sell hi freedom for a 
mess of pottage.”

ON ThE IRRESPONSIBLE 


Judge Simpson Explains Police 
Court’s Power to Revoke 
License. 


One of the most impelling argu- 
ments for the city driver’s license 
law was that it would give Police 
Court Judges the power to deny fi- 
nancially irresponsible motorists the 
right to drive automobiles, Police 
Judge Joseph Simpson said yester- 
day in a talk to members of the 


luncheon 
meeting at Hotel Statler. 

The Judge related the details of 
a recent traffic case in his court. 
An 18-year-old youth was charged 
with careless driving for colliding 
with a parked automobile. The 
testimony revealed that the youth, 
who was driving a car that cost $10, 
was not able to pay the owner of 
the other car for repairs, which cost 
$180. 

‘The owner of the parked car 
could do nothing. He could not col- 
lect civil damages and a fine or 
Workhouse sentence against the de- 
fendant would have given him no 
relief. In the future, however,” 
Judge Simpson said, ‘I can at least 
keep a financially irresponsible per- 
son from driving for several years 
by revoking his license.” 

The most important factors in 
traffic safety, the Judge went on, 
are the engineering, educational

CHICAGO, Dec. 11.—Branch Rickey and Rogers Hornsby were 
aiill looking for pitching reinforcements today as major league club 
owners, and officials started the second day of their annual conven- 
tion, but they were meeting with considerable difficulty. 
League managers were disinclined to further bolster the Cardinal 
pitching staff already strengthened by the acquisition of Leroy Par- 
melee from the Giants and in the American League, still croaking 
over the big cash deals turned by Connie Mack with the Red Sox 
and by Jimmy Dykes with the Detroit Tigers, the manager of the 
comparatively poverty-stricken Browns was attracting scant attention, 


“This is getting to be a tough 
market,” Hornsby admitted, when 
he heard that Mack, the big ped- 
dier, had sold Jimmy Foxx and 
Johnny Marcum to the _ Boston 
Americans for Gordon Rhodes, 
George Savino and cash estimated 
from ~$150,000 to $250,000, and that 
the Detroit Tigers had paid the 
White Sox $75,000 for Al Simmons, 
32-year-old outfielder, who hit only 
,267 last season, 

Rickey and his manager, Frankie 
Frisch, also admitted that they 
were not being given much hope in 
their efforts to snare another start- 
ing pitcher and there were reports 
that Rickey was about to break 
into oratory about the brilliance of 
such hurlers as Ed Heusser, Mike 
Ryba, Bill McGee and other recent 
minor leaguers. 

Rickey had hoped to land Van 
Lingle Mungo from the Dodgers, 
Lon Warneke from the Cubs or 
Curt Davis from the Phillies, but 
rival managers, in their lobby hud- 
dies, were inclined to agree that a 
Mungo, a Warneke or a Davis 
would make the Cardinals too much 
of a copper-riveted cinch in 
the 1936 pennant race. And to get 
such a pitcher the Cardinals, it 
seemed today, would have to give 
up one of the Deans, Rip Collins, 
Leo Durocher or Joe Medwick. 

Red Sox to Get More Stars? 

The big Philadelphia-Boston 
American League deal was said to 
be only part of the transaction ar- 
ranged by Connie Mack and Tom 
Yawkey and there were persistent 
rumors that by Jan. 1 Eric McNair 
and Roger Cramer would be trans- 
ferred by the Athletics to the Red 
Sox and that the total cash _in- 
volved in the two-section trade 
would amount to at least $400,000. 

This latest biggest sell-out by the 
venerable Mr. Mack shocked the 
baseball people here. For instance 
somebody asked casually if Mr. 
Mack was going back to Fort My-

Other business transacted by the 
National League was as follows:

The American League went on 
record unanimously against night 
baseball, as far as their circuit is 
concerned, so there will be no con- 
tests under the flood lights for 
teams in the Harridge circuit dur- 
ing 1936. 

The league voted to award a $500 
purse to the batsman having the 
best batting average during 1936. 

Walter O. Briggs, who bought the 
holdings of the late Frank Navin 
in the Detroit club, was voted into 
membership in the league. 

Jake Ruppert of the Yankees was 
elected vice-president, succeeding 
Mr. Navin, and the directors for 
1936 will be representative of the 
Chicago, Cleveland, New York and 
Boston clubs. 

President Will Harridge said no 
figures were available, but that the 
league had shown an increase in re- 
ceipts over 1934, despite more than 
100 postponements and the washing 
out of eight scheduled and two tie 
games, 

Both leagues considered suggest- 
ed constitutional changes, which 
will be voted on at the joint mect- 
ing tomorrow.

Owen contended a large percent- 
age of colleges were exploiting 
their athletes for their own finan- 
cial gain, and was quoted as accus- 
ing Notre Dame and Ohio State of 
being the “greatest offenders.” 

He told the Associated Press he 
wired an apology to Rev. Fr. John 
F. O’Hara, president of Notre Dame, 
today, and quoted the wire as fol- 
lows: 

“I seem to have been badly mis- 
quoted. If any statement of mine 
is untrue, I deeply apologize and 
regret any misunderstanding.” 

Owen, a professor of naval archi- 
tecture at Tech and father of a 
famous Harvard football star of 12 
years ago, bluntly insisted college 
athletes should be openly paid, in a 
speech before the Cambridge In- 
dustrial Association yesterday. 

Opinion Based on Observation. 

“I did not make any specific 
charges against any specific col- 
lege,” Prof. Owen said today. “What 
I said was merely an opinion based 
on my own observations and after 
discussions with others. 

“If I did have any hot shot, I 
was aiming at the whole system. 
There is a growing belief in the 
colleges themselves they sould 
come out in the open and pay their 
athletes, cash in hand, 

“Get away from the silly methods 
of having a boy risk his life for 
100,000 howling spectators just for 
dear old Alma Mater. Why shouldn’t 
the poor boy, who is supposed to 
risk his health on a football field, 
share some of the enormous profits 
of the game? 

“T was able to send my boy to 
college. I am thinking of the boy 
who was not as fortunate, in some 
ways, as mine.” 

Owen was quoted as saying the 
ordinary wage paid by colleges for 
a promising football player is 
“$1000 or a soft. job that is the 
merest sham to cover the real trans- 
action.” 

“In my address yesterday,” Owen 
said, “I repeatedly used the expres- 
sion ‘I understand’ or ‘it is report- 
ed’ or similar phrases. Who am I 
to make a direct charge? I-don’t 
know everything.” 

No Stigma in Open Professionalism 

Of professional sport, Owen com- 
mented: 

“After having personally observed 
many professional athletes, base- 
ball, hockey and others, I am con- 
vinced they are substantial citizens 
They are above board and honest. 
They are honest business men.” 

The Tech professor’s son became 
an outstanding professional hockey 
player with the Boston Bruins soon 
after his graduation from Harvard. 

“T feel the utmost sympathy,” 
Owen said in a closing statement 
today, “for the boy who is not re- 
imbursed for what he can give and 
does give his college.” 

He said he did contend in yester- 
day’s address that a large percent- 
age of colleges were exploiting their 
athletes for their own financial 
gain, but, he emphasized, he made 
no specific charges against any spe- 
cific college.

It then required about 10 minutes 
in Jacobs’ office for Schmeling to 
agree to a 15-round battle against 
Louis at the Yankee Stadium in 
June. 

Each fighter will get 30 per cent 
of the gate, which Mike says will 
be more than $1,000,000, after the 
milk fund has skimmed 10 per cent 
off the top.

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Brundage Asked to Resign in 
Favor of a “Man Agreeable to 


Both Sides’’ in Olympics Quarrel 


By the Associated Press. 
BALTIMORE, Dec. 11.— A suggestion that Avery Brundage, 


newly-elected head of the Amateur Athletic Union, step aside to end 
the row over participation in the Olympic Games at Berlin next year 
came today from Albert F. Wheltle, president of the South Atlantic 
Union. 

Wheltle said his desire was for a 
unified A, A. U. and that this could 
mever be under the presidency of 
Brundage, leader in the successful 


New York convention fight for par- 
ticipation in the Olympics in Ger- 
many. He recalled that the vote 
of affiliated athletic group consti- 
tuted a balance of power and swung 
the result, continuing: 

“The active associations of the 
A. A. U. rejected the president’s 
policies by a vote of 54% to 43% 
and he, therefore, can not expect 
to have the majority of them with 
him. Whereas a leader agreeable to 
both factions would continue on 
with 100 per cent co-operation.” 

Another International Meet. 

Wheltie opposed participation in 
Germany because of Nazi racial 
policies. Since his return from the 
convention, he said, he had been 
asked for advice upon proposed 
arrangement of international games 
in “a foreign capital during 1936 

. open to all persons for com- 


petition without regard to race, 
creed or color, to the end and \ef- 
fect that all athletes of the world 
who are opposed in principle to 
competition in the Olympic Games 
if held in Germany may not be de- 
prived of the opportunity to en- 
gage in international competition.” 

“As it is my desire that the A. 
A. U. continue as a unified body,” 
he said, “I have neither given nor 
refused my support of these games, 
and at the same time I am awaiting 
developments. 

“No Chance for Unity.” 

“Of course, I realize that there 
is very great feeling between those 
for and against Olympic competi- 
tion in Germany.

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SCHOOL BOARD DELAYS | 
~ PLAYGROUND ACTION 


Will Study Report Advocating 
Merger With Municipal 
Activities. 


Action was deferred for a month 
by the Board of Education last 
night on a report by a civic com- 
mittee urging co-ordination of the 
school and municipal playground 
and recreation systems. 

Dr. Francis C. Sullivan, board 
member who instigated the com- 
mittee’s inquiry, moved for approv- 
al of the report but there was no 
second. A motion by Henry P. 
Schroeder for laying the matter 
over for study by the members was 
passed without dissent. 

The committee, appointed by the 
board last January and headed by 
Harland Bartholomew, engineer of 
the City Plan Commission, recom- 
mended, in effect, abandonment of 
the existing system of dual play- 
grounds. It urged that the board 
appoint a staff to direct school 
playgrounds and the regular physi- 
cal education and recreation work 
of the schools, and that the city ap- 
point a staff to direct “the entire 
program of adult recreation, com- 
munity centers and such special ac- 
tivities in community centers as 
music, dramatics, arts and crafts.” 

Qualifications of the staffs, the 
committee said, should be on a 
high and equal level of proficien- 
cy, with the city’s employes subject 
to Efficiency Board examination 
and the boards chosen in the same 
Manner as teachers. 


Present Yearly Cost $250,000. 


The city and school recreation 
programs have been costing a little 
more than $250,000 annually, or 
about 33 cents per capita, compared 
with a median of 34 cents per cap- 
ita in major oities, fhe committee 
continued, expressing belief that an 
efficient service could be rendered 
here for less money, and suggest- 
ing an annual expenditrue of about 
$200,000, or 25 cents per capita. The 
proportion to be raised by the board 
and the city should be determined 
by agreement, the report said. 

In order to co-ordinate municipal 
and school activities with the high- 
est degree of efficiency and econ- 
omy, the report favored a “co-opera- 
tive reorganization.” It called for 
appointment by the board of a di- 
rector of recreation, qualified by 
experience, education, personality 
and ability of leadership, to super- 
vise the regular physical education 
work and all recreational activities 
‘of the schools. 

Selection of a committee by Su- 
perintendent of Instruction Gerling 
and Director of Public Welfare 
Darst for submission of further rec- 
ommendations was proposed. An 
immediate inventory of all recrea- 
tional facilities and equipment of 
the two systems and institution of 
cost-accounting methods making 
possible full, accurate comparisons 
was requested. 

For All-Year Playgrounds. 

About 70 per cent of the children 
of school age were served by sum- 
mer playgrounds but there was 
practically “no supervised play- 
ground service during the remain- 
ing nine months, the report de- 
clared, asserting that all-year play- 
grounds should bring about a 
marked reduction of juvenile de- 
linquency. Le

An amendment to the rules of 
the Board of Education was 
adopted last night, forbidding all 
solicitation of teachers or pupils 
for donations, subscriptions or 
pledges of any kind, except by au- 
thority of a two-thirds vote of the 
board in specific cases. Recently 
teachers have been asked to cor- 
tribute to United Charities, the 
Public Schools Relief Fund, a fund 
to reimburse children. for potential 
losses of school savings deposits in 
two closed banks and the annual 
Salvation Army campaign, and 
children were solicited for a second 
time for small coins to help com- 
plete rehabilitation of the child- 
hood home of Eugene Field, the 
children’s poet.

Contracts for $14,014 in school 
equipment to be paid for from a 
bond issue and PWA funds were 
awarded, as follows: Pupils’ desk

AUTOMATIC RADIO IN BALLOON 
| RECORDS WEATHER READINGS 


Pilotless Bag Sent Up at Cambridge, 
Mass., Reported to Have Ascended 
10 Miles. 

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., | 
Experiments with a weather-ex-| 
ploring balloon equipped with ra-| 
dio were pronounced a success last | 
night by Prof. Charles F. Brooks, | 
director of Harvard’s Blue Hill | 
Meteorlogical Observatory. 

The balloon, released yesterday 
for ascent into the upper air, car- 
ried instruments for determining | 
humidity, air pressure and temper- 
ature as well as a small radio | 
broadcasting set by which it 
flashed reading of the instruments | 
'to the base station. Through a spe- | 
‘cial receiving apparatus the sig-| 
/nals were recorded automatically | 
on a revolving drum. 

Prof. Brooks said the balloon) 
makes instant recordings possible | 
and eliminates the loss of data from 
balloons which disappear. 

He ‘reported the balloon reached 
an altitude of about 10 miles. Sig- 
nals, he said, were recorded for 
about two and one-half hours when 
the balloon was 65 miles at sea. 

Brooks said the signals, broad- 
cast on a 10-meter wave 
showed the barometer when at its 
greatest height was about five 
inches contrasted with the ordi- 
nary barometer reading in the vi- 
cinity of 29 inches.

that on Nov. 6 the four Warrensburg lawyers, two 
of them former Prosecuting Attorneys of Johnson 
County, declared themselves willing to give up their 
licenses. By so doing, they saved themselves and 
the State Bar Committee the ordeal of a public trial, 
which was certain to have been undertaken. 

The Columbia case concerns a former counsel for 
the University of Missouri, now under indictment in 
Boone County on charges of having embezzled funds 
from the sale of property owned by the College of 
Agriculture of the State university. He, too, agreed 
to give up his license in preference to undergoing a 
disbarment trial. 

It should be evident at once why the new machin- 
ery is so much more effective than the old. Prior 
to the declaration of the new rules of practice by 
the State Supreme Court, disbarment of unethical 
lawyers was left up to the grievance committees of 
the voluntary bar associations. These committees oc- 
casionally functioned surprisingly well, as in the case 
of the Grievance Committee of the St. Louis Bar As- 
sociation in recent years. But the disadvantages 
were many. The grievance committees had no power 
to compel witnesses to appear before them. If wit- 
nesses came and preferred not to co-operate at the 
hearings, the committees were powerless. Moreover, 
they had little in the way of funds to devote to prose- 
cuting disbarment suits, which usually require care- 
ful and extensive inyestigation. 

But as we have indicated, the grievance committee 
which took seriously its responsibility for guarding 
the public against unethical lawyers was the excep- 
tion and not the rule. It is inconceivable that a local 
bar group in Johnson County would have proceeded 
against the four men now disbarred. These lawyers 
were citizens of standing in their community. Pro- 
fessional and personal friendships in a small town 
would have precluded the possibility of disciplinary 
action of so severe a character. ’ 
Fortunately, all this is changed under the new Su- 
preme Court rules. There now is not only the dis- 
ciplinary committee in each judicial circuit, but a 
State committee empowered to act in any circuit 
whose committee may become lax in its vigilance. 
The clean-up at Warrensburg serves notice on the 
Rat Alleys in the small towns as well as in the large

T the dedication of the first dwelling 
A pouses built with Federal funds, Mayor 
LaGuardia is reported to have pointed 

to a group of school children, saying 
“There. is the Constitution, those schoo! 
children, and there is nothing in the Consti- 
tution that says the Federal Government 
cannot do anything to promote the health, 


happiness and welfare of the American 
child.’’ 

It was a cold and windy day. The Mayoi 
was apparently speaking impromptu. He 


was feeling the enthusiasm of a fine ac- 
complishment. And he may not have been 
quoted fully or exactly. Nevertheless, he 
was reflecting an attitude of mind which is 
widely taken by many devoted progressives. 
It is an attitude of mind which, I firmly be- 
lieve, will, if persisted in, be the undoing 
of the current progressive movement and 
the promoter of a period of black and dan- 
gerous reaction. 

It is the attitude of mind which cares 
nothing about the means so long as the end 
seems good. If the Federal Government 
can do anything to promote the health, hap- 
piness and welfare of the American child, 
the Federal Government can do anything. 
If there are no limits to what it can do to 
carry out Mayor LaGuardia’s ideas about 
the welfare of the American child, there are 
no limits to what it can do to carry out 
anyone else’s ideas. 

And though the Mayor, and those who 
share his enthusiasms, have temporarily for- 
gotten it, someone might have ideas that 
they would look upon with horror. The 
notion that anyone who can get himself 
elected may then do anything he thinks is 
for the welfare of the American child is. to 
put it bluntly, an example of political and 
constitutional illiteracy. 

= 


No doubt it is true that many selfishiv 
stubborn interests use the Constitution to 
protect their special privileges. Neverthe- 


less, it will be a bad day for democratic 
government in the modern world if Ameri- 
can progressives cease to understand and 
to stand by the American conception of 
government as a limited grant of power to 
public officials. What is the good of de- 
nouncing the despotisms of Europe if here 
at home we cultivate the idea that anything 
may be done which at the moment seems 
good to those who are in office” 

Is it not evident that this is the very doc 
trine which destroys all the defenses against 
tyranny? For was there ever a tyrant who 
did not profess a profound interest in the 
future of the race or one who did not tem- 
porarily persuade a large group of persons 
that he knew how to insure the welfare af 
the race? 

[ am no believer in the literal inspiration 
of the Constitution or in its rigid interpre- 
tation. But those who do not see that lib- 
erty and progress in America both depend 
upon limiting the power of all government, 
upon preserving its federal nature, upon 
protecting local authority, are, I believe. 
tragically blind to the plainest lesson of the 
world they live in. For once a people lets 
all power become concentrated at one point, 
it is like an army trapped in a salient. 

The reason no dictator can seize power in 
the United States, as Mussolini seized it in 
Italv when he marched on Rome, ig that 
there is no Rome against which an Ameri- 


| 
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can dictator can march. He would have to 
march in 49 different directions at once. 
For there is no one place in the American 
system where sufficient power can be scized 
with which to dictate to the whole country. 
That is what the founders of the Republic 
intended. This is precisely what they had 
in mind when they made the central Gov- 
ernment a Government of enumerated pow- 
ers, when they jealously insisted upon pre- 
serving the identity and the substantial sov- 
ereignty of the separate states. 

They understood the mechanism and the 
strategy of tyranny. They consolidated the 
defenses against it, and American progres- 
sives who have witnessed the revival of 
despotism in the world ought to be the 
very last persons to doubt the importance 
of those defenses or to become lazy and 
indifferent about keeping them st~-ong.

It is true that if we maintain a limited 
central Government and a federal system 
of states, progress in good works is slow 

in that it is necessary to convince each 
locality that the good works are good. 
There are many who think that takes too 
long. But they will do well to remember 
that if it is a slow business converting each 
state to good ideas, it is also a slow business 
converting each state to bad ones: For my- 
self, I would rather wait till Mayor LaGuar- 
dia converted New York City to good hous- 
ing if that means that men like Huey Long 
have to wait till they have converted 48 
states to their ideas. 

And it does mean just that. The Federal 
Government means that the people of each 
region have to be convinced separately. 
They cannot be blessed immediately, uni- 
formly, with all that seems good. But also, 
they cannot be cursed immediately and uni- 
formly with the same lunacy. 

To insist that, except in the direst emer- 
gency and then only for the emergency, 
these principles must take precedence over 
all other considerations is, it seems to me, 
the paramount duty of the citizen. He must 
not be deterred by any outcry that if he 
does not believe that the Federal Govern- 
ment should clear the slums, he must be- 
lieve that people shall be doomed to live in 
foul buildings, 

We have had to face this same issue 
many times. Those who did not believe 
in the eighteenth amendment were charged 
with desiring drunkenness. Those who do 
not believe in the child labor amendment 
are accused of wanting to preserve child 
labor. Those who do not believe that the 
Federal Government should have any con- 
trol of the schools are accused of favoring 
ignorance. Those who opposed the NRA 
were accused of approving of sweated labor 
and sharp commercial practice. 

No doubt it is true that in opposing all 
these different kinds of centralization they 
find themselves often in bad company. But 
nevertheless, you cannot have your cake 
and eat it, too. You cannot have a free 
government without some abuse of freedom. 
You cannot have a system of separate states 
and have uniformly high social standards in 
all of them, 

But if the American doctrine ts correct, 
that in freedom mankind can realize its pos-

Significant Fact. 


HE barrage of suits against the 
Holding Company Act has ob- 
scured a significant fact. 

The attack has been concentrat- 
ed entirely on one phase of the 
law—Title 1, which regulates util- 
ity holding companies, through the 
Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion, 

But there has been no attack on 
Title 2 of the same act. This sec- 
tion is no less far-reaching and 
important than its mate. It auth- 
orizes the Federal Power Commis- 
sion to regulate the rates and trans- 


}mission of power that goes across 


state lines. 

The provision has been operative 
since last August. There are ap- 
proximately 1600 operating utilities 
in the country. Yet not one has 
peeped against it. 

More than that, of 14 companies 
which have filed applications with 
the Power Commission to simplify 
their corporate structures under 
Title 2, 11 are members of holding 
corporations which have filed suits 
against the SEC on Title 1.

CHOIR GIVES CONGERT

Russian Singers Appear Before 
Crowded House at Munici- 
pal Auditorium, 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN. 

HE Moscow Cathedral Choir 
Teave a concert to a crowded 

house at the Municipal Audito- 
rium last night, appearing as the 
second attraction on the list of the 
Civic Music League. Its program 
was the usual combination of Or- 
thodox Greek liturgical chanting 
and Russian folk music—usual, that 
is, for the several Russian choruses 
which have toured America in the 
last 10 years. 

The so-called Moscow group also 
showed the same virtuosity which 


-audiences have learned to expect 


from Russian singers. They sang 
with an aggressive authority, 
phrased with the precision of a ma- 
chine, and were capable of the most 
minute dynamic gradations in a 
range that extended from an almost 
inaudible pianissimo to a fortissimo 
that shook the ceiling. The male 
voices in the mixed chorus, how- 
ever, were much better than the 
included one of the 
most remarkable basses—a Mr. Za- 
porojetz, who never lost an oppor- 
tunity of singing an octave lower 
than everybody else—known to 
contemporary concert halls. Mr. 
Zaporojetz himself could outsing 
any 20 women in the matter of vol- 
ume and since there were five other 


| basses and some five tenors against 
eight sopranos and altos, the mas 
| culine domination was inevitable. 


Some very unusual effects—occa- 
sionally artistic and occasionally 
just theatrical—were obtained in 
the course of the evening. The 
Credo by Grechaninov, in which 
Mme. Pavienko intoned a sort of 
ostinato against a shifting harmonie 
background was one of the most 
Striking, not only because of the 
highly emotional content of the mu- 
sic, but through the husky quality 
of Mme. Pavienko’s contralto. The

In many ways Dr. Townsend typi- 
fies the vast American middle class 
to whom he makes his appeal. He 
is sober, earnest looking, in a brown 
business suit with a spruce red- 
dish tie and stand-up collar. His 
salary and expenses last year were, 
he says, only $3600. This, with other 
administrative expenses, comes out 
of the dues paid by Townsend Club 
members. The dues are 10 cents a 
month a member, but only a small 
percentage of the members pay 
dues, according to Townsend. 

Vote in Michigan Primary. 
What forced the politicians here 
to a realization of Townsend’s po- 
tential power was the primary elec- 
tion in Michigan in which an ob- 
scure man who had never held any 
public office, Verner M. Main, won 
the Republican nomination by 
championing the Townsend plan. 
Main got 1000 more votes than the 
other four candidates combined. 
Townsend said today he had not 
actually indorsed Main, but that 
during the campaign Main had ap- 
peared on the platform at a meet- 
ing at which Townsend spoke and 
thereafter lost no opportunity to 
boost the Townsend plan, 

The Democratic candidate for the 
vacant Michigan seat is Howard W. 
Cavanaugh, an old line Democrat, 
who has opposed the Townsend 
plan.

Plans in Abeyance While Local 
Project Manager Marks Time

Optioned—How New Deal Proposes to 
Put Hill Men on Good Farms. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

SALEM, Mo., Dec. 11—-While plans 
for the Meramec Resettlement Proj- 
ect together with three similar 
projects in Missouri ‘are in abey- 
ance in Washington field directors 
of the project are conning blue- 
prints—subject to change hourly— 
and marking time. 

Faced with the failure of the un- 
occupied 100-home rural rehabilita- 
tion “dream city” in the Platte 
River valley near Omaha, Neb., and 
criticism leveled at other New Deal 
transplanting projects, Assistant 
Secretary of Agriculture Tugwell 
and his aides are chary of ordering 
immediate action. 

It was indicated today at Tug- 
well’s office in Washington that the 
project in this area, once publicly 
envisaged as lightening the relief 
burden in Dent County by trans- 
planting impecunious hillmen to 
fertile river bottom tracts, was 
“only a plan” and might not be ap- 
proved. Three other proposed Mis- 
souri resettlement schemes are re- 
ceiving prior consideration by the 
Land and Planning Division of the 
Resettlement Administration, it is 
disclosed. This division, however, 
has not gone so far as to determine 
definite locations other than to vis- 
ualize them somewhere in South- 
west Missouri, Southeast Missouri 
and “in the vicinity of Osage.” 

Manager Awaiting Orders. 

In the meantime, A. T. Mullins, 
‘local project manager of the Mera- 

mec undertaking, officially desig- 
nated as “LA-MO 3,” who has 
watched plans shrink, change and 
now threaten to evaporate as or- 
| ganizations change nomenclature 
with bewildering rapidity, 1s doing 
|“missionary work” among the 
farmers and awaiting orders. 

The original plan, conceived in 
the heyday of such great transplan- 
tations as the exodus from Minne- 
sota to Alaska, called for transfer- 
ring families who were on relief 
from cut-over timber land near here 
to small farms in the nearby river 
valley. 

The “resettlement” idea persists, 
but the “rehabilitation” concept has 
been abandoned. Instead of choos- 
ing relief clients the idea now is 
to pick “men who have made good 
on depleted land,” Mullins says, 
offering them an pipe td to 
acquire better farms on easy terms. 

The typical New Deal resettle- 
ment farmer in this area, under the 
suggested plan now reposing in 
Tugwell’s office, would be a “citi- 
zen in good standing,” not in such 


straits that the money received for) 
his “sub-marginal farm” would be| 


insufficient to “pay all his debts” 
so that he could apply for his new 
farm “debt free.” 

Once the resettlement area, des- 
ignated on the blue prints as about 
2000 acres ultimately to be termed 
a “demonstrational area,” would be 
peopled by the relocated hill farm- 
ers, Mullins said, opportunity would 


be afforded to “prove that relief 


can be avoided.” 

The farmers, he emphasized, 
would not be men “doomed to fail- 
ure” but men given preference over 
relief clients as “better risks’”—se- 
|lected with an eye to getting men 


_ their New Deal tracts. 


Nothing Definite Achieved. 
While it is proposed to 


| who wouldr’t make a failure of | 


homes would not only entail pro- 
hibitive outlays but would repre- 
sent better houses than “75 per 
cent of the houses in Salem” and 
create a “tremendous jump” from 
the cauins and slab houses occu- 
pied now by most of the prospec- 
tive farmers. 


His suggestion, incorporated in 
the latest set of plans now under 
consideration at Washington, would 
provide homes of rough oak and 
cobblestone, materials which might 
be obtained on the farm, necessitat 
ing only labor cost. A four-room 
home, much better than those on 
the present hillside farms, might be 
built for around $600, he estimated, 
while the cost of an entire farm 
unit might be kept at about $2000. 


While lacking actual authority to 
purchase resettlement land, the ten- 
tative 2000-acre area has been sur- 
veyed and Mullins is engaged in 
“missionary work” to sound out 
farmers who own the bottom land 
acreage how they feel about selling. 

The going is tough, he conceded, 
and it was learned here that the 
few who have indicated a willing- 
ness to part with their farms, at 
current prices, are in financial dif- 
ficulties. It is difficult to persuade 
the average river valley farmer, 
many of whom own land which has 
been in their families for genera- 
tions, to sell and move out. 


Problem Within a Problem. 


The problem as to what would 
become of the farmers who would 
sell out to make room for the other 
farmers is problematical. Some 
might retain part of their land, 
Mullins said, and become “resettle- 
‘ment farmers” themselves. Others 
might live on the money received 
for their land, he suggested. Cur- 
rent prices for good bottom land 
suitable for cultivation range from 
$30 to $40 an acre, with slope pas- 
turage at from $8 to $10. 

' One of the valley farmers, who 
has been vainly “sounded out,” O. 
E. Clark, owner of a 1600-acre farm, 
told the writer: 


“You can't make a farmer out of 
a man by giving him a farm. 
Farming is a specialized business, 
‘like anything else. The land must 
| be studied, crops must be rotated. 
This farm has been in my family 
|for three generations. It is a go- 
ing concern. I have no idea of 
|selling even an acre. Even if I 
were to sell it, I couldn’t derive 
the income from my capital that 
I do out of my land. It represents 


_years of invested capital and work,

EGYPT SO BUSY 
RIOTING IS LEFT 
TO THE STUDENTS 


Continued From Page One. 


police, many of them former Tom- 
mies, often chased a crowd of a 
couple hundred “rioters” through 
the streets, spanking them with 
their billies. They stood around 
grinning one day while a 14-year- 
old girl harrangued a crowd on a 
corner. 

One Man Chases 2000 Youths. 

But another day, in the middle of 
November, a crowd of almost 2000 
students formed in Giza, and start- 
ed across the Abbas Bridge into 
Cairo, sprawly, boisterous city of 
the Pyramids and desert men. On 
the other side of the bridge waited 
Bimbashi Lees, British officer, and 
80 police. This time the students 
didn’t stop. 

They had no guns, for it’s im- 
possible for a civilian to ge. a pis- 
tol in Egypt, but they carried iron 
bars, stones, waved clubs and 
screamed, “Down with Hoare!” (Sir 
Samuel Hoare, British Foreign 
Minister, who had said back in En- 
gland that Egypt wasn’t ready now 
for another Constitution.) Lees or- 
dered them to stop. They attacked 
him, battered him to the ground. 
He emptied his service pistol. One 
boy died instantly. Three more 
have died since. None was over 20. 
The crowd of 2000 broke and ran 
in the face of one man. 

Half an hour later, as _ report- 
ers arrived in the brick-littered 
square, they found Lees, his head 
swathed in bandages, calmly hav- 
ing his tea in the back seat of a 
squad car. It was 4 o'clock, tea 
time. 

Walked the Dead Boy Out. 

There was a further tragic touch 
in the efforts of the students, many 
of them ffom primary and secon- 
dary schools, to bury their dead. 
They gathered menacingly around 
the hospital Casr El Aini after the 
second boy died, demanding the 
body for a fitting burial, accom- 
panied by demonstration. The po- 
lice refused, and there was a slow 
rallying of forces on both sides. 
Meanwhile, the police took the boy’s 
body out the back way and buried 


it. 

The students out-maneuvered the 
police, however, when Ali Affi, 
year-old student, 
but their feat was more 
of desperate schoolboys than of 
dangerous rioters. They secretly 
entered the hospital, dressed Affi’s 
body, and walked him out between 
two of them right past the police. 
They wouldn't tell the police where 
the body was hidden until the of- 
ficers agreed that they could have 
a funeral procession, led by the 
Wafd leader, Nahas Pasha. The 
police said 300 could march, and 
the body was produced immediate- 
ly. There was no more trouble. 

Less tragic was the “incident” 
caused by an Egyptian boy who 
was caught polishing his bicycle 
with a Union Jack. Having found 
the flag in the street and not know- 
ing what it was, he had _ gone 
straight to work. 

Court Decision in Arabic. 

Only a few months ago the 
Egyptian judges who sit in the 
mixed courts and hear all sorts of 
cases involving men of different 
nations, finally reached the boil- 
ing point of indignation. Three 
judges sit together, all of differ- 
ent nationalities, and never has an 
Egyptian been allowed to preside. 
When it came time for one Egyp- 
tion judge to write the verdict of 
the three, he did » in Arabic, 
which sounds entirely different 
from what it means when written. 
They’re still squabbling over what 
that decision really was. Later the 
judges went on strike. They’re all 
back again now—but the French, 
English, Italians and the others 
still do the presiding. 

Situation Full of Difficulties. 


Hoare’s clear indication of no im- 
mediate prospects of Britain con- 
senting to a full settlement of An- 
glo-Egyptian relations suggested 
that Egyptian Nationals desirous of 
turning the present situation to 
their advantage in order to obtain 
clear independence, are likely to as- 


evacuation of British army 
naval forces. 

The British Government has done 
its utmost to quiet the Egyptians, 
keeping their post-war unrest under 
wraps until a more suitable time 
for adjustment, or until the Italian- 
Ethiopian hostilities are liquidated. 
The Wafdists, led by Nahas 
Pasha, appear unlikely to be ap- 
peased by Hoare’s assertions that 
Anglo-Egyptian fortunes are linked 
by history and geography. Hoare’s 
reference to the constitutions of 
1923 and 1930 as respectively “un- 
workable” and “universally unpopu- 
lar” was a bitter disappointment to 
the Wafd because reintroduction 
of the 1923 constitution had been 
chosen by them for first place 
among their political plans. 
Nahas’ followers now are con- 


fronted with the alternative of read- 


justing their party platform or 
forcing the issue to a showdown.

There have been no assur- 
ances from the Italians that they 
might not overnight convert their 
Ethiopian campaign into an at- 
tempt to seize the immensely great- 
er and richer regions of Egypt and 
the Anglo-Egyptian Sudan. 

Mussolini has 60,000 to 100,000 
land troops concentrated in Libya, 
bulwarked with hundreds of air- 
planes and many tanks, trucks and 
other conveyances. The strategical 
position these troops enjoy ex- 
plains why Great Britain rushed 
her navy to Alexandria harbor in 
Sebtember and has stubbornly re- 
fused to withdraw it until the pres- 
ent East African trouble is cleared 
away. In addition, the 250,000 
troops Mussolini has poured into 
Eritrea and Ethiopia could sudden- 
ly be diverted, if the opportunity 
arose, into the Sudan. 

Some British Worries. 

The reasons the British are not 
yet ready to do business with 
Egyptian Nationalists are unex- 
plained, but are better understood 
with a realization Egypt controls 
Suez and Suez is the -heart of 
Britain’s vital lines of communica- 
tions empire. 

In addition, the British, adopting 
the position they have, are not anx- 
ious to have an airing of imperi- 
alistic aims in Egypt at this time; 
are uncertain how much influence 
the 80,000 Italians living in Egypt 


| have, and are gravely preoccupied | 
by the flood of pro-Italian anti-Brit- | 


ish propaganda poured into Egypt 
in recent months. 

The British, noted for holding on 
to what they have, are considered 
not likely to walk out of Egypt to 
allow Italy to walk in peacefully. 
Nor does there appear to be much 
prospect, unless the Egyptians 
themselves force the issue, that 
they will allow a form of independ-

ent domination, which permits them 
to control the Government through 
Prime Minister Nessim Pasha.

BVIOUSLY many of the bids 

were psychic, but West never-

East’s double of six spades could be 
based on no other reason than 
length in the suit, and this length, 
coupled to West’s own six card 
suit, should have pointed like an 
enormous signpost to the ace and 
king of hearts as the proper open- 
ing lead. 

But West opened the king of 
spades, and South, after ruffing it 
in dummy, ran five diamond tricks 
and seven clubs to make his grand

TODAY’S QUESTION. 

. Question: I was playing a con- 
tract of six clubs.

“Our lives shall not be sweated from birth 
until life cioses, 

Hearts starve as well as bodies; give us 
bread but give us roses.” 


HESE are lines from a new marching 
song of the International Ladies’ Gar- 
ment Workers’ Union and the new 
motto of this labor organization is “Bread 


4and Roses.” 


A new order of life is dawning in these 
sweated trades since, under N. R. A., con- 
tracts were written into the cloak and 
dressmakers’ codes reducing working 
hours, which had been from 40 to 60 per 
week to 35. Now these groups, quick to 
take advantage of new opportunities, are 
taking thought of how to make the most 
of their leisure time. Under N. R. A. mem- 
bership in the I. L. G. W. U. increased 
from 50,000 to 209,000, making it the third 
largest group in the American Federation 
of Labor, so that an appropriation of 
$100,000 per year from membership dues 
has been made possible for an educational 
and recreational program. 

Educational programs are not new in 
trade unionism. A lot has been done in 
England about educating workers and so 
much had been accomplished there to- 
ward making them articulate and force- 
ful in competition with more cultured 
classes that, as we know, at periods the 
Labor party has been triumphant in gov- 
ernment. But never before in the United 
States has a schedule of such size and 
scope calling for such an expenditure 
been launched by workers for their own 
self-improvement, The first year, 1934, 
in which the program has been in effect, 
in the metropolitan or New York area of 
this organization, about 200 classes 
grouped in three divisions, cultural, so- 
ciological and recreational, were conduct- 


- ed. Only within the past month has the 


program got under way in St. Louis 
among 2000 men and women members of 
the garment working trades here. 

Now a paid educational director, Mrs. 
Doris Preisler, selected by Mark Starr, 
national director of the union’s educa- 
tional department, has taken charge, and 
it is expected activities tending to make 
life more enjoyable and abundant among 
cutters, pressers and operators in the 
silk and cotton industries, soon will be 
humming at headquarters, Sixteenth and 
Lucas, 

The first act is to be removal to more 
tommodious and accessible quarters be- 
low Twelfth street, where most of the 
dress factories are. Meanwhile, Mrs. 
Preisler is making a study to learn what 
projects most appeal to the members as 
the means of filling extra hours of the 
day which now ends at 4 o’clock with two 
holidays a week, where formerly they 
might work until 5 or 6 every working 
day during busy seasons. Now nobody 
may work on Saturday without special 
permission from the union, and the effort 
is being made to spread work so there 
will be no slack seasons. This has not yet 
been accomplished, so just now there is 
a slack season when, although the pay- 
ment of union membership dues is the 
only entrance requirement for joining 
classes and clubs, some workers lack even 
car fare to attend meetings. 

Questionnaires, therefore, are being cir- 
culated and members asked to check 
their preferences among lists of subjects 
offered. Will it be social science, educa- 
tion or recreation or some of each? 

Under the heading, “Study,” courses are 
offered in Parliamentary Law, Public 
Speaking, English, The Story of the I. L. 
G. W. U., History of the American La- 


bor Movement, Trade Union Methods and 


Tactics, Labor Problems, Publishing a 


Local Bulletin. Under the heading, “Ex- 


plore,” subjects listed are, The Worker 
in Government, The Worker as a Con- 
sumer, Economics, Current Events, Fas- 


cism and Labor, The Worker in American 


History, Money Schemes, Literature, 
Home Economics, Life Problems, Child 
Welfare, Music Appreciation, General 


Science, Trips to Museums, Galleries, etc. 
Under the heading, “Play,” are listed 
Dramatics, Orchestra, Drum and Bugle

Corps, Harmonica Band, Chorus, Folk 
Dancing, Tap Dancing, Ballroom Danc- 
ing, Indoor Baseball, Hiking, Handwork, 
Card Playing. 


Lists already checked and returned re- 
veal a greater demand for recreational 
than for educational projects. with tap 
and ballroom dancing checked on the 
greatest number of lists. Among the 
more serious minded, parliamentary law, 
public speaking, trade union methods and 
tactics and English are the preferred sub- 
jects. 


“We have all grades of educationa! at- 
tainment among our workers, from those 
who have scarcely been to schoo! at all, 
to college graduates,’ explained Mrs. 
Preisler, “but most of them have put in 
overlong hours at sewing machines, cut- 
ting and pressing tables. It is not sur- 
prising that many of these are just be- 
ginning to learn to play and crave physi- 
cal rather than mental outlets. 


“We cannot start all our activities right 
away,” she stated, “but as soon as enough 
people show themselves interested in any 
activity, we hope, through the co-opera- 
tion of the Government teaching projects 
under the W. P. A. to obtain leaders and 
teachers for any group. We hope also 
to induce other socially minded teachers, 
especially those interested in labor prob- 
lems, to come and talk to our classes and 
clubs. But these will have to be warned 
that our people are adults, to be treated 
as adults, not to be talked to from the 
standpoint of theory rather than practice. 
These workers have been out of school a 
long time and in the midst of their own 
problems. They grow impatient of those 
who talk to them academically and they 
are quick to take a meeting out of the 
hands of a lecturer and turn it into a dis- 
cussion of experiences. 


“Discussing their preferences with 


them I find they think it of first import- 


ance to learn how to conduct their meet- 
ings. That’s why they emphasize parlia- 
mentary law, public speaking and En- 
glish. Most of them feel they need in- 
struction in English and this will be 
given special attention with classes di- 
vided into elementary and advanced 
groups; beginning with pronounciation, 
spelling, simple sentence construction, 
and so on, progressing to work corre- 
sponding to grammar school composition. 
We do not need to be so concerned about 
organization in the physical recreation di- 
vision as social and athletic clubs and 
classes already are meeting at gymnasi- 
ums, bowling alleys, public recreation 
centers and in our headquarters rooms. 
We hope further to encourage dramatic 
groups. It would be fine, we think, to 
have a true workers’ theater with plays 
acted by workers before audiences of 
workers. With competent coaching and 
directing we hope to bring out talent for 
acting among men and women in the gar- 
ment factories.” 


Mrs. Preisler, a graduate of Washing- 
ton University with a Radcliffe M. A., is 
the wife of Dr. Paul Preisler, of the bio- 
logical chemistry department at W. U. 
Medical School. The two of them have 
worked much together at research and 
getting out scientific papers, but as un- 
employment has become a problem more 
acute in their minds than the advance- 
ment of technocracy, both have become 
somewhat sidetracked in the direction of 
social and political interests. 

Prof. Preisler started the organization 
of a teachers’ union, a more fiourishing 
movement than it appears on the surface, - 
since public school teacher members are 
not permitted, according to an old rule of 
the St. Louis public school system, to 
identify themselves with a labor organi- 
zation. “We hope the Wagner bill will 
operate to nullify that ruling in St. 
Louis,” said Mrs. Preisler.

All of which leads up to the sug- 
gestion that anyone who is puz- 
zling about a suitable present for 
certain relatives and friends who 
are members of the same house- 
hold might do well to pool re- 
sources and give the gift to the 
home instead. Cousin Judith, who 
loves to give dinner parties but has 
been dodging them lately, would 
welcome for her home a set of 
those after-dinner coffee cups that 
are illustrated. And her husband 
wouldn’t mind giving up that extra 
necktie if their next dinner party 
becomes a huge success. These 
cups are somewhat larger than the 
old-fashioned demi-tasse size and, 
therefore, please the men. They 
are typical of the trend in that a 
set of eight presents a varied color 
No two of the cups are 
tinted the same _ shade, several 
tones of red and blue being com- 
bined with clear yellow.

RRANGEMENTS _ are being

cific Airmail Service to China. 
In that case the China Clipper will 
follow the same route as at present, 
only making its terminal China in- 
stead of the Philippine Islands. 

It was announced that ths Pan 
American Airways had been grant- 
ed permission to land at Macao, the 
Portuguese Colony near Hongkong, 
and Canton, China. It was later 
announced that difficulties might 
arise over the transfer of airmail 
to China if Macao is used as a 
landing place. The negotiations 
with China are for landing facili- 
ties for Pan American Airways at 
either Hongkong or Canton

The Postoffice Department is con- 
templating the issuance of a 50c, 
7c and a $1.00 stamp for tue Trans-

The first day sale of the new 25 
cents Trans-Pacific Airmail stamp 
set a new record. The total amount 
was $69,432. At San Fran7isco, 220,- 
000 of the new airmail stamps were 
sold, at the Washington Postoffice, 
11,048, and at the Philatelic Agency, 
46,680. The China Clipper carried 
110,000 covers and 10,910 first day 
covers were mailed from Washing- 
ton. 

The prices of U. S. stamps are 
changing so fast that most dealers 
have found it necessary to withdraw 
all price lists. The prise trend is 
decidedly upward. Quile a number 
of the U. S. issues are hari to ob- 
tain. This condition is caused 
somewhat by the demand of Euro- 
pean collectors for United States 
stamps but more can be traced to 
the thousands of new collectors in 
recent years. Stamps did not lose 
their value during the depression 
and remained a good investment. 

A dealer in the United States re- 
cently purchased seven tons of 
stamps to be used in stamp mix- 
tures. They arrived at his place of 
business in a special railroad car. 


At the first American Philatelic 


Congress in Philadelphia, Dec, 27. 


and 28, Alvin W. Hall, Director of 
the Bureau of Engraving and Print- 
ing, will discuss “Printing and En- 
graving Processes.” 


At the Scout show held last week 
at the Arena, Boy Scout Troop No, 
168 exhibited postage stamps. The 
scouts from their exhibit seemed to 
be interested in the educational side 
of postage stamps more than the 
monetary angle. One of the inter- 
esting exhibits was a map illustrat- 
ed with the stamps from the various 
countries.

Answer: In addition to the X’s 
and the A’s, (whose real names my 
correspondent gave me), I could 
easily add a number of others who 
have identical reputations for nev- 
er giving any party on time, nor 
being themselves on time anywhere. 
But I do not agree that the be- 
havior of these few has anything to 
do with the question of smartness. 
Some people are always on time, 
others are never on time; some peo- 
ple are always beautifully groomed, 
others look as if they had slept in 
their clothes; some people. are 
clever, some are stupid; some are 
beautiful and some ugly; some 
charming and some the reverse, and 
a sprinkling of all these are to be 
found in all strata of society. It 
is true that a certain number of 
“smart” people are always late. But 
for every one of these it is easy to 
name nine who are habitually 
prompt—that is, in the house of a 
prompt hostess! In other words, 
this distinguishing tardiness at 
certain houses is invariably the 
fault of the hostesses, who perhaps 
imagine it is smart to be late, but 
who are much more likely to be late 
because they are just plain lazy or 
selfish or inefficient, or all three, 
Moreover, it is these same few 
against whom the growing habit of 
refusing to wait one second longer 
than the 15 minutes’ grace estab- 
lished by etiquette is particularly 
directed. In fact, I can name @ 
number of New York’s most promi- 
nent hostesses who do not wait 
longer than 10 minutes for anyone 
who is known to be habitually late. 
On the other hand, belief that it 
is “smart” to be late may on occa- 
sion have a certain appearance of 
truth. Naturally, it is true that in- 
considerate people are to be found 
in greatest numbers among the self- 
indulgent, and the self-indulgent are 
to be found in greater numbers 
among the rich and conspicuous 
(“prominent” is a misleading word) 
than among the less well-to-do, be- 
cause the parties of the former are 
most numerous, most lavish and 
most advertised.

It provides for a Senate 
and Chamber of Deputies, and 
takes control of Egypt's internal 
‘ airs completely out of Britain's 
hands. It does not affect Britain's 
control of Egyptian foreign af- 


fairs or the British military pro- 
tectorate over Egypt. . = 

Britain’s surprise decision is be- 
lieved to have been actuated by the 
fact that Nationalist students yes- 
terday visited all prospective can- 
didates for the new Cabinet and 
told them that only restoration of 
the Constitution would be accepta- 
ble. Otherwise, the students said, 
_the anti-British rioting of recent 
eeks, would continue. In this sit- 
‘Puation, the British Commissioner 
had no alternative but to accept 
restoration of the Constitution. 

Restoration of the constitution
